continued  to  Tcy  Strait  or  Taylor  P.ay,  for  convenience  in  landiiii;  on  "the  strip  ot  laiiil 
provided  by  Treaty  on  the  continent  (within  ten  marine  leaj^ues  from  the  ocean  coast),  to  the 
intersection  of  the  U  1st  meridian.  This  completes  the  con\eiitional  line  of  demarcation  from 
(,'ape  Chacon,  by  a  practicable  water  boundary  and  strip  of  land,  to  the  intersection  of  the 
Hist  meridian,  at  or  near  Mt.  Klias. 

It  seems  pertinent  to  enijuire  liow  the  name  "Duke  of  York  Island"  has  disappeared  from 
the  United  Stales  maps  and  charts  and  also  froiii  Canadian  maps,  and  the  name  "Ktolin 
Island"  substituted.  The  island  Duke  of  York  is  an  important  landmark,  which  is  tpioted 
and  referred  to,  as  will  be  observed,  by  Sir  ( 'harles  Pi.^ot  in  the  iieu'i'liiitiini-*  ai"l  despat.hes  in 
framiin;  and  arraiiijinj,'  for  the  passing  of  the  Aii;,do  I'.Ussian  Treaty.  It  appears  in  Van- 
couver's maps  and  charts. 

P.v  tracing  the  line  of  demarcation  from  the  Arctic  Ocean  south  along  the  1  list  meridian 
to  Mount  p;iias,  and  thence  westward,  ten  marine  leagues  from  \\:'-  ocean  coast,  along  "the 
strip  of  land"  to  fros.s  Sound,  and  thence  southerly,  along  Icy  Strait,  Chatham  Strait, 
Frederick  Sound,  and  .southerly  by  the  channel  between  Kuiu  and  Kupieanof  Islands  to  mei't 
the  line  of  demarcation  from  c'ape  Chacon  at  the  northern  end  of  Prince  of  Wales  Islaiid,  would 
complete  the  sug,  esteil  conventional  water  boundary  convenient  and  pr.icticable  between  Cape 
Chacon  and  Tayior  Pay  at  Cross  Sound.  The  "limit  line"  reipiired  by  the  Treaty  would 
continue  to  exist  through  FIrnest  Sound,  to  point  out  how  far  south  aiiJoni;st  thi'  islands  to  the 
north  of  the  ."lOth  parallel  of  latitude  Russia  was  jiermitteil  to  ajiproach  under  the  Treaty  ^ 
wliich  is  binding  in  like  manner  on  the  I'nited  States,  in  their  lession  of  iUissian  rights  and 
privileges  by  the  purchase  of  ISCiT. 

Tt  follows,  therefore,  to  make  the  boundary  line  ahmi;  the  eastern  coast  to  I'lince  of 
Wall's  Island  complete  (though  now  dormant),  that  the  "limit  line'  from  the  point  (in  the 
continent  (the  "lOth  parallel  of  north  latitude)  which  it  readied,  according  to  the  provision  of 
the  Treaty,  must  also,  to  till  the  conditions  of  the  Treaty  to  reach  the  1  Ust  ineridian,  be 
retraced  and  prolonged  to  where  it  will  meet  and  join  the  initial  line  of  deniari  ation  from  Cape 
Clmcun,  and  thence,  uieigcd  wilii  tile  initial  treaty  line,  follow  it  to  Mount  l^iias.

After  many  rcft'i-cnccs,  twists  and  cxplaiialiniis,  Mr.  .Mciidciiliall  ,  (.iicliiilcs  tlii'  article  liv 
statin;;;  •' Tin  truth  i.s,  ( ireat  liritain  is  inciin;;  nur  wishes  in  tlii-  matter  (df  arliilratiiin  i 
with  almost  indecent  haste,  because  the  arbitration  of  the  Alaska  bouiidarv  line,  bv  which  she 
liopes  and  e.xjiects  to  ac(iuire  an  open  sea  iiiast  for  her  yrcal  Xoitli  West  Territoties,  and  to 
weaken  us  by  breaking  our  e.\clusi\e  jui  isdiction  north  of  "i  I  ^  40,  is  enormously  more  import- 
ant tlian  anything  slie  i-  likely  to  ^idn  or  lose  in  South  America.  Ilavin;;  dri\eii  her  to  accept 
arbitration  in  this  case,  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  refuse  it  in  .\laska,  and  we  -hall  find 
ourselves  a;;ain  badly  worsted  by  the  diplnmatic  skill  of  a  people  who,  as  individuals,  h.ive 
developed  intellectual  activity,  manliness,  coura;.'e,  iinseltisli  devotion  to  dutv  and  general 
nobility  of  character  elsewhere  iineipialled  in  the  world's  history,  but  whose  diplnmatic  ]ioli(  v 
as  a  nation  is,  and  Ion;,'  has  been  characterised  bv  .a;;i,'re.ssi\encss,  i;reed,  absolute  indillcrence 
to  the  ri(,'hts  of  others,  and  a  splendid  fai  ility  in  i^noriiii.'  i  \eiy  priiK  iple  of  iusti(  i-  or  inter 
national  law  wlienever  eoniineivial  iu;erests  are  at  stake. 

Line  No.  t  appears  on  a  map  published,  t(i;,'ether  with  an  elaborate  article,  in  the 
Kdiiiburyh  /'I'rinr  (April,  ll'OOi.  'I'lie  line  h.is  no  explanation  ;,'iven  in  the  lc\t.  Ii 
commences  at  Cape  .Muzoii  ;  it  passes  Cape  Chacon  ;  it  continues  an  eastern  course  to  I'earse 
Island  :  thence  alon/  the  waterw.iy  between  that  islatnl  and  the  mainland  to  the  entrance  of 
Portland  ;  thence  alon;;  Portland  Canal  to  its  northern  end,  where  il  makes  an  .icute  an;;le 
west  to  Hurrouyhs  P.ay,  where  the  -"iti  of  north  latitude  is  suppo-ed  to  touch  the  continent, 
thus  di  scribin;;  a  new  line,  which  from  Iturrouuhs  l!,iy  is  proloiii.'ed  northwesterly  alon^  the 
fruitier  of  Ibitisli  Columbia  to  Juneau  and  ISerner  Piav  and,  crossini;  Iaiiii  Canal,  |u(iceeds  to 
.Mount  p^lias,  and  is  marked  on  the  map  referred  to  as  the  "  Iniundary  claimed  by  Canada.  ' 
The  whole  line  from  Cape  Muzon  is  incorrect.  No  sucli  line  has  bec'ii  published,  with 
authority,  as  claimed  by  Canada,  or  at  least  by  IJritish  Columbia,  the  portion  of  Canada  most 
directly  interested  in  the  settlement  of  this  i)Ut'Stion,  accordini;  to  the  treaty. 

In  the  article  on  the  "  .\laska  lloundary,  '  referred  to  in  the  Kdinbuinh  /ifiinn;  it  is 
remarked  (page  280),  that  the  limit  in  the  Pussian  possessions  on  the  continent  of  America, 
e.stabli.shed  by  the  Treaty  of  18l''i,  is  in  part  a  natural  boundary  and  in  part  a  tueridian  line. 
From  tlie  head  of  Portland  Canal  it  follow.s  the  sunimit  of  the  mount.iiiis  situated  paralli'l  to 
the  coast  (suliject  to  an  altetnative  proviso  to  be  considered  heieafteri,  etc.  The  u-e  of  the 
name  Portland  ('-inal  in  tlii.s  in.stance  is  incon^jruous  and  must  be  cibjected  to.  A  ]iaragraph, 
page  liST,  reads  its  follows  ;  "Having  .ascertainecl  (from  the  Treaty)  the  southernmost  point 
of  Prince  if  Wales  Island,  one  i-  suddenly  confronted  by  the  fact  that  between  il  and 
Portland  Channel  (should  be  Poitlaiid  i'liiuil)  sixty  miles  of  open  oceiin  intervene.

17th  March,  l.^L'l,  which  i-  Sir  Charles  I'.a^'ot's  ultimate 
decision  to  the  lUissiaii  plenipotentiaries.  It  contains  the  t'ollouin','  p,ir,ii;raph:  "It  would 
appear  that  a  line  traced  from  the  southern  e.xtremity  of  the  --trails  named  huke  of  C'l.irence 
Sound  (now  known  as  Cl.areiice  Str.iit),  by  the  miildle  of  tho-e  .-.trails,  to  the  middle  of  the 
straits  that  sepai-.-ite  the  isi.ils  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  the  Ituke  of  ^'ork  and  the  islands 
situ.'ite  to  the  north  of  the  .said  isl.inds;  thence  towaids  the  e.ist  liv  the  middle  of  the  same 
strait  to  the  continent;  and  thence  priiloiiL;ed  in  the  same  direction  and  m.inner  already

The  reference  m.iile  to  hake  of  York  Isl.ind  by  Sir  CMiailes  ltai;ot  maybe  taken  as 
corrobor.itive  evidence  tli.at  the  boundary  line  was  iiiteieled  to  jiass  that  island  to  the  eoni  ineiit 
at  the  ."ililh  ]i.araliel  of  latitude  Tli.it  Irciiii;  the  i  .i.>e  the  boundiiy  could  not  have  its  cour.se 
by  I'ortland  t'anal.  It  is  sinijular  that  I  Hike  of  York  Isl.ind  ha--  been  robbid  of  its  naiiie,  anil 
the  name  "  Ktnlin  j,'i\e..  to  it  instead.  There  m.iy  be  some  sinister  motive  in  that  ehaiiije, 
which  .ijiiiarently  should  not  ha\e  been  made.  Another  item  of  corroborative  evidence  may 
be  dr.iwn  from  the  stalenient  in  the  tre.ity  that  the  boundary  should  pass  between  the  l.'ilst 
and  the  l.'i:!rd  lines  of  lonixilude  —which,  as  pointed  out  elscvheie  would  not  allow  it  to  pa.ss 
by  rortlanil  Canal,  as  that  body  of  water  is  east  of  the  |:'il.lll.  iiieridi.in,  and  could  not  be 
reached  I'ortl.ind  Canal,  therefore,  must  lie  ab.andoned  a.s  the  ea-i.  in  liound.aiy  of  smith  eastern

A  short  recapitulation  of  a  few  of  the  salient  jioints  connected  with  "Whole-ale 
Kncroaclimeiits  "  on  the  nortli-we-t  frontier  of  British  Coliimbi.a,  as  elucidateil  in  tlii'ee  former 
chaptei  mder  the  ,ibo\ e  hcadiiiL;,  may  form  :\  titlin<;  corollary  to  the  afoicmentiuned  articles 
on  til  subject.  The  AtiLllo-Kussian  Treaty  of  lS'J."i  was  duly  passed,  and  received  the 
saiictiiin  of  the  I'jiiperor  of  liussia  and  his  liritaniiio  .Majesty.  Kiiii;  Ccorm'  IV.  The  four 
l.arLie  islands  which  eoverid  the  whole  frontier  of  llritish  Columbia,  on  the  P.ieitic  I  tceau 
coast,  were  ceded  to  liussia  by  the  treaty  referred  to,  and  furnished  the  IJussian  l''ur  Com]iaiiy 
with  sulKciont  and  convenient  lands  as  a  liase  of  operation  for  the  fur  tr.iile,  .ir  any  other 
industry  in  which  they  niij,dit  choose  to  eni;ai;e. 

Those  islands,  taken  to;;cther,  contain,  approximately,  about  (,  l-S.tJIJH  sipiare  acres.  The 
treaty  also  iiu-ludes  a  strip  of  land  of  ten  marine  Icij^iies  from  the  ocian  coast,  between  C'ross 
.Sound  and  .Mount  Klias,  and  tleiice  cre.ited,  the  1  list  meridian  of  west  lont;itudi',  the  boundary 
between  Itritisli  and  Itussian  pusM'ssioiis  in  that  portion  of  the  North  .Viiierican  Continent, 
reaeliiiicx  to  the  .\rctic  ( )cean,  all  of  which  appeared  to  be  (|uite  satisfactory  to  "the  high 
contiMclinu  parties,"  f  v  ni.iny  years  after  tlie  tre.ity  had  been  passed. 

The  I'niled  Stales,  in  the  year  I M('.7,  purchased  from  IJussia  all  the  land  and  islands, 
with  their  riixhts  and  jiriv  ilep's.  as  si  t  forth  in  the  treaty  and  jiassed  in  \s-l'i.  ft  is  thus  seen, 
that  for  over  10  years  the  treaty  of  IS:;.'i  was  fully  accepted  both  by  lius-ia  and  (Meat  Britain.
